permanent white settlem ent 
of the Mississippi River.

The (first commercial transaction 
made west of the Mississippi Riv­ 
e r took place near Ste. Genevieve 
when runners were sent out by De 
Soto, discoverer of the “Father of 
W aters”, from the Capaha Indian 
village below Cape 
Girardeau

buy salt from the Indians at the 
salt springs near the mouth of the 
Saline Creek.

in 
1541, nearly four centuries ago. 
In 1720, a Frenchman 
named 
Renault came to 
Ste. Genevieve 
territory with i200 miners and 500 
slaves in the search for precious 
m etals. 
They found lead in what 
is now W ashington county, which 
•was transferred to the Mississippi 
River and transported to New Or­ 
leans and to France. 
The district 
of 
Ste. Genevieve 
was organized into the county of 
the same name October il, 1812. It 
was named for the town, which was 
settled in 1735 and organized

1763. 

Genevieve 
in 1803 was 2,350, which had in­ 
creased to 4620 to 1810 .

But, faith in the other fellow, faith in our own abil­ 
ity and faith in the future, are the three essentials that 
will bring back prosperity. 
The series of editorials in conjunction with this 
feature is being sponsored by those people who accomp­ 
lish things, and are entitled to your favorable consid­ 
eration for their public spirited support of measures 
which make for progress. 
They represent the driving force so essential to 
the commercial and industrial prosperity of this com­ 
munity, and in dealing with them no mistakes will be 
made. 
What the entire country needs is the discouraging 
of hoarding, doubting and fearing. 
Liberal spending 
means prosperity. The chief cause of our present 
trouble is unwise economy.

Ste. Genevieve was the gateway 
through which streamed the pio­ 
neers who blazed the way for civ­

The «first commercial transaction 
made west of the Mississippi Riv­ 
er took place near Ste. Genevieve 
when runners were sent out by De 
Soto, discoverer of the “ Father of 
Waters”, from the Capaha Indian

buy salt from the Indians at the 
ealt springs near the mouth of the 
Saline Creek. 
This cocurred 
in 
1541, nearly four centuries ago. 
In 1720, a Frenchman 
named 
Renault came to 
Ste. Genevieve 
territory with 200 miners and 500 
slaves in the search for precious 
metals. 
They found lead in what 
is now Washington county, which 
-w-as transferred to the Mississippi 
River and transported to New Or­ 
leans and to France. 
The district 
of 
Ste. Genevieve 
was organized into the county of 
the same name October 1, 1812. It 
was named for the town, which was 
settled in 1735 arid organized 
in 
1703. 
The population of Ste. Genevieve 
jn 1803 was 2,350, which had in­ 
creased to 4620 to 1810 . 
The first steamboat to come up 
the Mississippi was the General 
Pike, which landed at Ste. Gene­ 
vieve in August, 1816.
